Meeting was Held Saturday to 

Organize Beet Growers 

of Two Counties 



BIG INDUSTRY THREATENED 



rarmers Declare They Must Unite to Pro- 
tect Thctr Interests or Give Up 
the Raising of Beets 






Tho BUgar beot growers in Kenosha 
county are planning to form an organ- 
ization for the protection of their 
mutual interests 'bnd the first move- 
ment along this line ivill . take place at 
a meeting held at the village of Corliss 
on Saturday afternoon. It Is expected 
that several hundred growers of beets 
in the' two counties will be present at 
the meetfng and that will be done to 
bring better conditions before the open- 
ing of another season. 

John Herzog. town chairman of the 
town of Somers and of the largest of 
the beet raisers In the two counties, in 
speaking of the proposed meeting he 
said: 

"This meeting has been called by a 
committee representing beet growers 
In the two counties and If the beet in- 
dustry Is to be continued in Racine and 
Kenosha county it will be absolutely 
necessary for the growers of beets to 
have some sort of an organization* 
Conditions prevailing at the present 
time are impossible for the growers. 
We have hundreds of tons of beets 
ready for shipment, but there are no 
cars to ship them in and none have been 
ordered. 

"What the beet growers must de- 
mand Is a contract with the factories 
Tvhich will make it possible to get the 
beets to the factories before freezing 
weather. The factories have the or- 
dering of the cars for the shipment of 
the product and cars are not provided 
in time tp save the beets. We could 
go to the commission and get care, but 
under the contract the cars must be 
ordered by the factories. When the 
factories get well stocked up the supply 
of cars runs out and the beets are left 
in the fields. In the spring the farmers 
are urged to get into the beet business 
and they are given to under stand that 
the demand Is greater than the snpply. 

A lot of people are now raising beets 
and it la beginning to look as If the 
supply was a lot longer than the de- 
mand. What we want Is a a new form 
of contrat and the only way that we 
can get It Is to form an organization. 
I believe that the farmers interested in 
the beet industry will see the neceslty 
of getting into this organization In 
order to have their crops properly pro- 
tected. It costii fifty dollor an acre to 
raise beets here and If a part of the 
crop must be thrown away each year 
the farmer raising It find he is a heavy 
toaer at the end of the season." 

• Several meeting have been held 
among beet growers in other countries 
and It is planned to have an organization 
which will eventally take In all the 
growers contributing to factories in this 
district ^

WAUKE6AN HAS RECORD 

Over fifty Per Cent of Deaths from Tu- 
berculosis Come from- Waukegan 

Over, fifty, per cent of the deaths 
from tuberculosis in Lake county dur- 
ing the year 1911, occurred In Wauke 
gan— nearly one-half of tho living cases 
of the disease in the county during the 
same period, existed In Wiukegan. 
These facts are contained in a state- 
ment sent to Dr. Wntterson, head of 
the Lake Breeze sanitarium, by- the 
Illinois Btote Federation of Women's 
clubs which is waging a stern battle 
ogoinst the white pjague and by pre- 
senting the statistics in their naked 
horror are striving to awaken the gen 
eral public to a manifestation of more 
than passive interest. 

The report received shows that dur- 
ing 1911 there were seventy-two living 
cases of the disease in Li^e county— of 
this number forty-three were in Wau- 
kegan. There were forty-three deaths 
from t(ie disease In thecontry, twenty- 
six of them taking place In Waukegan. 
In addition to these there were ten 
cases of other forms of tuberculosis 
such as tuberculosis of the stomach, 
spine, etc. — eight of these cases existed 
In Waukegan. 

No report was received from Llberty- 
ville and few other towns In the coun- 
ty. Lake Forest had several cases and 
deaths but the number was small when 
compared to Waukegan. The other 
cases making up the total of seventy- 
two living cases and forty- three deaths, 
were scattered about the county. 

TO ABOLISH CUSTOM COL. 

Waukegan, Kenosha and Radne Said to 
be Affected by New Plan 

Under authority of a "rider" which 
was shipped through congress on an 
appropriation bill during the closing 
days of the last session. President 
Taft will shortly abolish the position of 
naval officer In the customs service and 
greatly reduce the num^er of collectors, 
surveyors and other officers. By this 
means Uncle Sam hopes to save $500,- 
000 a year. Such is the Information 
borne In Chicago Sunday papers. 

Among the ports affected .will be 
Waukegan, the blir abolishing the of- 
fice of custom collector there, which 
is now held by Arch McArthur. It is 
proposed to make but one port of en- 
try in Illinois, this being Chicago. 

Mr. McArthur said he had received 
no notice as yet of the abolishing of 
the customs house- at Waukegan.

The Incendiary But They Have 
no Clew Whalever 



Badly Burned Waukegan Boy Was 
Performed at Hospital 



The fire bug again appeare to be 
rampant in Highland Park. There has 
been a respite of about two weeks • 
which caused fears to be lulled some- ! 
what, only to have them re-awakened ! 
on Saturday night when fire droke out 
in the Goldberg stables on Second St., 
completely destroying the structure ! 
and causing two mules to perish in the 
flames. 

The fire broke out about 10:30 o'clock 
and was well under way when it was 
discovered. The volunteer fire depart- 
ment responded and did all in its power 
to quench the flames but efforts to save 
the stables was unavailing and for, a 
time it looked as if the greater part of 
the business district would be complete- 
ly destroyed. Burning embers cet fire 
to Mr. Goldberg's fine large department 
store as well as to the Geary bakery 
and both buildings were damaged con- 
siderably before the department suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing the flames. 

Mr, Haak, manager for the Cudahy 
Brothers' Packing company, saved the 
horses and cows which were In the 
burning building but could tlo nothings 
with the mules which obstinately re' 
fused to be led to safety. 

A very conservative figure places the 
loss at about $1,000 although It is be* 
lieved that a closer investigation will 
show it to be several times this amount 
The cause of the fire is not known but 
there Is not a resident of the city but 
that Is willing to concede It is the work 
of the incendiary who has been destroy- 
ing so much property within the last 
few months. 

As a result of Saturday nights fire 
the-HIghland Park police have redoubl- 
ed their efforts to secure the Identity 
of the incendiary but it seems like a 
hopeless task unless they catch him 
red handed. There is quite a reign of 
terror In the little city as no one knows 
where the fire fiend will strike next. 

A reward of $50 for the apprehen- 
sion of the fire bug was offered recent- 
ly but it is thought that this will be in- 
creased several, times by popular sub- 
scription if there are any more fires. 

WOODMEN OFFICERS 
SEE RATE INCREASE 

IN FORCE JAN. 1 

The officers of the Modem Woodmen, 
which has nearly 200,000 members in 
Illinois, are urging the members all 
over the. country that they make their 
choice as to the plan of protection they 
prefer to carry under the new rate ad- 
justment plan before Jan. I. 

Members, the board of ofllcials say, 
now have the choice of seven plans 
adapted to various conditions, but the 
action of the head camp provides that 
all members who have qot selected one 
of these plans by Jan. 1 are auto- 
matically put on the whole life plan. 

The injunction granted by the Chica- 
go court against the referendum on the 
change In rates will necessarily post- 
pone the referendum until after Jan. 
1, officers of the head camp claim. 
They insist the Injunction was issued 
on the ground that the Donahue law, 
under which the referendum was to be 
made, is unconstitutional. They hold 
that the injunction can not be dissolved 
unless the supreme court holds the Don- 
ahue bill constitutional. The raise In 
rates made by tho Chicago convention 
has been knocked out in Iowa. 



One of the biggest pieces of skin- 
grafting ever performed in Waukegan 
was successfully executed last Sunday 
morning at the McAlister hospital when 
Drs. Jolly and Foley grafted skin 
from four men to the terribly burned 
leg of 5-year-old George Denman, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. H. Denman of North 
Chicago. 

These are the men who submitted 
their bodies that the life of their little 
relative and neighbor might be saved. 

H. Denman, father of the victim.

The skin was taken from the legs of 
all but Linonthal, who submitted his 
arm instead. In all 100 square inches 
were removed and grafted to the boy's 
body. 

The tour men went to the hospital 
and bared their limbs and the doctors 
sliced off the upper portion of their 
egs, between the thigh arid the knee. 
The burns on the boy were so great 
that it was necessary to take a great 
deal of the akin from the men who of- 
fered him help. They stood the ordeal 
bravely and afterwards wolked down 
town, limping slightly but beariag no 
serious effects from the operation. 

The doctors carefully, placed the 
skin on the burned portion of the boy^s 
leg and they have watched the results 
carefully. Thpir belief is that the 
wound will' heal up successfully now as 
a result of the skin grafting. 

A pathetic part of the operation is 
that the only other child in the family, 
a boy, had his leg cut off sometime ago 
by a ^treet car, it seems, the family is 
affilcted more than the average.

BAD fIRE AT ZION CITY 

Adminlslrallon Blilding Damaged (o Ex< 
lent of S3,000 Sunday 

Fire of mysterious origion but which 
many attribute to incendiarism greatly 
damaged and for a time threatened to 
completely dpstroy the Administration 
building in Zion City, between 12 and 1 
o'clock .Sunday afternoon. The damage 
Is estimated at about $3,000. 

Only the effort of scores ofVolIva*s 
followers who formed a bucket brigade, 
saved the big building from destruc- 
tion. These men were dressed in their 
best clothes, many of them being on 
the way to church. 

The Administration building is the 
one in which Vollva's office Is located. 
It is the largest building in Zion City, 
next to the Zion Hospice which is just 
across the street from it. AH the offi- 
cers on Vollva's staff also have their 
officers in this building. The building 
was unoccupied at the time the fire 
broke" out with the exception of the 
girls In the telephone exchange.

ORDER OF MOOSE 
LOOKING FOR 

LOCATION 

Waukegan, III., Aurora and Ander- 
son, Ind., are tied for choice for the 
$1,000,000 industrial school and plant 
and qld peoples home to be erected by 
the Loyal Order of Moose, according 
to R. W. E, Dongesof Camden, N. J., 
supreme dictator of the order, who an- 
nounces that a final decision will be 
made at a meeting of the trustees of 
the order on Dec, 5. 

The trustees have finished a three 
days session at the Hotel La Salle, in 
Chicago, the object of which was to 
choose a site for the proposed school 
for which $500,000 has been set aside 
for a site and $1,000,000 for buildings. 
Contracts and specifications were plac- 
ed before the trustees at their meeting 
lasi week. 

The school will accommodate 2,500 
students, who will be sons and daugh- 
ters of the members of the order 
while the home for indigent members 
of the order will accomodate several 
hundred persons. 

The school will afford a practical In- 
dustrial education and training and wIU 
be operated along modern lines.

CANNOT DIVIDE THE FUNDS 



The Only Living Trustee Enters a Suit to 

Find Out Who the Real 

Heirs Are. 



There's a church for sale at Liberty- 
vllle, the people that want to buy It 
have the money, but so far it has been 
impossible to find the owner. 

For that reason suit was entered in 
the Circuit Court this week by W. E. 
Parkhurst the only living trustee of the 
Libertyvllle Church Association, who Is 
trying lo find out who the real heira^of 
the other trustees are. 

The ossociation, which was formed In 
1866 and all denominations joined to 
build the structure. The lumber man 
gave some lumber, and he secured some 
stock; the general storekeeper furnish- 
ed the nails and likewise he was given 
a block of stock. There was no ac- 
count book of expenses kept. 

The St. Lawrence Episcopal Church 
has been occupying the structure for 
several years and now they wish to buy 
it. But where to pay their money is 
the burning question. 

The church was used as planned, but 
as the donations became large enough 
they built their own churches. So for 
the past few years the church has been 
rented to the members of the demonin- 
ation now occupying it. 

During the course of the breaking up 
of the association the election of trus- 
tees was not held regularly. The last 
trustees were elected in 1875 on July 31, 
but after that they were irregularly 
elected by only parts of the stockhold- 
ers according to the bill. The trustees 
elected in 1875 are all dead with the ex- 
ception of E, W. Parkhurst who is 
bringing the suit The question Is 
whether or not the heirs of the original 
stockholders have a right to the stock, 
and who they are. There was also a 
Ladies* Union Aid Society in the church 
which contributed $1,085.43 and was 
made a shareholder. C. C. Bukley was 
also made a shareholder when he con-^ 
tributed some lumber for the building. 
The question now is: "How shall theso 
funds be divided when the sale is made? 
Who are the real trustees of the church? 

The property is of no use to the as* 
sociation now and the price offered Is a 
good one. The building can not be used 
for commercial pnrposes, and since the 
people now renting It intend to build If 
the property cannot be acquired, it i» 
deemed important to have court decree 
a sale in some manner. 

There are nearly three hun'dred helvs 
to the property aad all these will havo 
to be notified in order to have the salo 
legal. The case comes up for the Dec* 
ember term of court and will te^in* 
terest to Lake county people at lus^e^

WnBhington, Nov. 20.— Tbo Supreme 
court of ttio United States delivered a 
death blow Monday at violations of 
tho Shorninn anti-trust law under the 
clonk of tho protection of tho patent 
laws by annuUlnR aa Invalid "IlconBo 
agreements*' which hold manufactur- 
era of Bunltnry enameled Irouwaro to- 
gether In tho combination known as 
tho "bathtub trust." 

Justice McKenna delivered tho 
unanimous opinion of tho court. Ho 
Bald that rights conferred by patents 
wore extensive against tho positive 
prohibitions of the Sherman law. Tho 
decision fully sustained tho govern- 
ment In its light begun over a year 
ago against the bathtub and enamol 
wnro manufacturers, 

Tho fight aftalnat tho enameled ware 
manufacturers was begim by tho gov- 
crnmont In tho United States district 
court of Maryland, it being charged 
that tho 50 defendants named had 
brought about a combination to ro- 
Btraln Intcratato trado In sanitary en- 
ameled ironware and had attempted to 
monopolize that trade. Sixteen of tho 
defendants wero corporations. 

One of the Individual deft^ndants 
v,-a3 Edwin L. Wayman, with whom 
tho corporate defendants and their of- 
flclnls were charged with having mado 
Illegal agreements. In effect licenses, 
for tho UBO of a patented enameling 
tool. "U'ayman was to refund part of 
tho license fee If tho manufacturers 
had not violated any condition of tho 
agreements, among thoao condltlona 
being one that they would not boU to 
any Jobber who did not sign a con- 
tract not to buy from anyone other 
than tho corporate defendants, and an- 
other that they would not sell at a 
lower price or on more attractive, 
terms than thoso named In a schedulo 
of prices attached to the agreement- 

The lower court hold that tho agree- 
ments destroyed competition and fixed 
prices In violation of the Sherman 
law. Tho lower court prohibited the 
defendants from attempting further to 
restrain trade by means of these 
agreements. 

Jusiico McKenna, In announcing the 
decision of tho Supreme court, called 
attention to tho effectiveneaa of tho 
combination mado possible among en- 
amelware manufacturers tlirough "Way- 
man's plan to grant Uconscs on his 
Improvement for enameling. 



CAUGHT IN SI, 500,000 DEAL 

Alleged Stock and Bond Swindle Un- 
earthed — United States Officers 
Arrest Five Men. 



TVaahlngton. Nov. 20. — Federal ofll* 
clalB began arrests Monday In an al- 
leged stock and bond swlndlo which 
they Bay la being operated In nearly 
every large city in the world at a 
profit to the promoters of more than 
Jl.BOO.OOO. 

Five of thoao arrested were indicted 
by tho United States grand jury at 
Cincinnati last month. The men, It 
1b alleged, operated against Individ- 
uals and corporations that desired to 
place stocks and bonds In tho open 
market. 

Those Indicted by the grand jury on 
Ihe charge of using tho mails to do- 
fraud were: 

F. D. Minyard, now In Cleveland; 
J, Gordon Jlalcom. who went to Can- 
ada before tho indictments wore ro- 
turrved; ThomSa Flahwick. now In 
Boston ; Georgo Hannaford, now in 
Chicago; .T. R. Long, now In nuffalo. 

At Rochester, federal ofllcera raid- 
ed the ofllces of the American Ro- 
demption company and took all per- 
pona found there into cuatody. They 
will be taken before United States 
Commlsaioner E. C. Smith In that 
city. 

Tho offices of Horace D. Ilastings & 
Co. wero raided In Cleveland, and F. 
D. Minyard, the manager, was arreat- 
ed in connection with the operations 
of F. D. Minyard & Co., brckera of 
Cincinnati.

"As a Warwick and na a maker of 
ox-prcaidents, I think wo should give 
great and respectful consideration to 
his suggestion. Instead of ending the 
presidential life by chloroform or 
lotus eating, ho ' proposes that it 
ahould expire under the nnacathetlc 
effect of the debatea of the senate. 

"Ho proposes that ex-presidents 
should bo confined to the business of 
sitting In the senate and listening to 
tho discussions in that body. 

"Why Mr. Bryan should think it 
necessary to add to tho discussion In 
tho senate tho lucubrations of ex-pres- 
Idents I am at a loss to aay. If I must 
go and disappear into oblivion, I pre- 
fer to go by tho choloroform or lotus 
method. It's pleasanter and it's loss 
drawn out."

"James B. said he thought It would 
be a good Idea If I followed Miss Dye 
on a train and put a small bomb under 
her. timed bo that It would exployo 
after I got off tho train," testified 
Eckhoff. 

Eckhoff said he refused to enter Into 
tho plan. Miss Dye, who lives In Pitts- 
burg, recently Identified hundreds of 
letters introduced by the government 
aa implicating tho 45 defendants In a 
conspiracy.

Conatantlnoplo, Nov. 19. — An official 
dispatch to tho government from Na- 
zim Pasha, In command of tho Turk- 
ish army, atatea that tho Bulgarians 
were repulsed In their attack on the 
Tchatalja lines and that tho Turks 
captured 8,000 prisoners, twelve guns 
and a largo quantity of war munitions. 

The battlo raged from daylight to 
dark, to tho accompaniment of a con- 
tinuous reverberation of hoa%'y artil- 
lery all along tho twonty-mllo lino of 
tho Tchatalja forts, tho last defenses 
of ConBtantlnople. 

In tho meantime tho peaco negotia- 
tions are In progreas, but little head- 
way is being mado owing to tho dila- 
tory tactics being pursued by the 
Turkish govornmenL Tho allies havL 
submitted torma for an armlstico In 
reply to tho Turkish request for a 
cessation of hostilities which stipu- 
late what la tantamount to tho uncon- 
ditional aurrender. Tho Turks aro 
bickering for concessions which ad- 
vices from all sources agrco will not 
bo granted. Various versions of these 
Turkish demands are "at hand, hut tho 
likeliest description includes tbo pro- 
posal that Crete bo ceded to Greece In 
exchange for the restoration of 
Salonika and tho coastal districts oc- 
cupied; that Adrlanoplo and Klrlc- 
KlUsaeh ahall remain Turkish under 
a decentralized admlnlatratlon; that 
tho vilayets of Uskub. Monastlr and 
Scutari bo granted autonomous pov/. 
era If Bulgaria. Sorvia and Montono- 
gro pay a yearly indemnity to Tui^ 
key. tho government of these districts 
to bo centered In single representa- 
tives of Turkey and each of tho Tal- 
kan states, with Ita seat as Uskub; 
tho railway to Salonika to h3 com- 
pletely free for exports of all articles 
from Servla: Kavala to bo a fron port 
of entry for Bulgaria and San Gio- 
vanni dlMedua a free port for Monte- 
negro, and tho Balkan states must not 
demand separate war IndcmnltleB.

Tho eyes of many a woary worker In 
Holland turn with longing toward 
America, that land of fabulous wealth 
In tho BaniQ way that tho Gormana, 
during Holland's golden ago, used to 
dream of Amatordam, that city paved 
with gold. But, wiser than tho German 
dreamer of old, tho Hollander knows 
that gold Is not to bo picked up In 
tho atreota ot tho now world by tho 
Idlors, but must bo gained by bopest 
toll. Tho sons of many a Dutch far-

Cretonnes aro so attractive that they 
have Inspired much designing of ar 
tides for personal use and house dec- 
oration. Recently linen crash and 
flowered cretonnea have become more 
popular than any other fabrics for 
tasteful and inexpenBlvo fittings and 
furnishing. Certain patterns have 
been featured for Uvlng rooms and 
porches, but U la In bedroom furnjah- 
Inga that they take precedence of ev- 
erything else. They are bright and 
dainty and better still, they are wash- 
able. Crashes aro embroidered In 
fast color embroidery allks or deco- 
rated with cut figures of cretonne ap- 
plied ,and button-hole stitched down. 
There Is a long list of attractive 
things which aro made of these dura- 
ble fabrics. Among them the dressing 
case Bets, which cannot fall to please, 
aro among tho least costly and moat 
effective of Chrlatmas gifts. They are 
acceptable to cither men or women 
friends. 

The flowered cretonnea are used for 
covering boxes mado to hold handker- 
chiefs, gloves, neckwear, cravats and 
veils, and the largo boxes for hats 
and shirtwaists. They are fine for 
laundry bags, phoo and slipper bags, 
ptn cushions and pin traya, tea trays 
and tea coales. Dresaer scarfs aro 
made of a plain fabric bordered with 
cretonne. Picture frames aro covered 
with it and the cut-out figures nro ap- 
plied to candle shades. Cushions for 
chairs help carry out tho acheme for 
crctonno decorations. 

In the picture aro three candle 
shades, a fine tray and a frame for 
photographs. They are mado of cre- 
tonne or of linen. A set made up of 
the tray and frame and ono or two 
candle shades all matching ought to 
rejoice the heart of any one who ap- 
preciates a pretty dressing case. They 
aro all very easily made. 

To make the pin tray a small oval 
frame with glasa and back Is needed. 
Plenty of these are to be found at 
the ten cent stores framing pictures 
which It la a decided satisfaction to 
take out and destroy. After cleaning 
tho glaaa a atlff cardboard Is to be cut 
out (using the glass aa a guide) Into 
a backing for a cretonne covering, 
Paato the cretonne to this backing 
amoothly or allow a half Inch around 
the edge and fasten tho cretonne with 
stitches drawn across tho back of the 
cardboard. Slip the covered form in- 
to tho framo under the glass and re- 
place tho back. Paste a piece of plain 
paper or felt over the bottom of tho 
troy. 

Tho photo frame Is mado of heavy 
cardboard 9H Inches long and 6H' 
Inches high. Tho oval openings are a 
trifle over 3 Inches high and 2 Inches 
broad. The cretonne is out allowing 
1 Inch to turn over tho edge all around 
and % Inch about the oval openings. 
It must bo slashed at the openings to 
make It flt and Is paatbd or glued 
down about the ovala firat. The card- 
board Is then mounted to four strips 
of cardboard (as heavy as corrugated 
board) which extend all round the 
edge of the franle at tho back. These 
strips aro glued to the frame. The 
Inch allowance In tho material la 
brought over tho edge of the frame 
and glued down. A narrow .atrip of 
glass Is laid against the oval open- 
ings at tho back and fastened by 
moans of strips of paper plated over it 
and to the back of tho fraia«. mually 



a backlns of thin cardboard la pasted 
to the frame across the top and 
sides, leaving the bottom open for 
slipping In the pictures. A small wire 
ring Is fastened In for a hanger or an 
easel support glued to tho back by 
means of a cloth hinge. 

Tho tallest of the three candles baa 
a shade made of a stiff pink linen 
fabric and decorated with garlands 
and a figure cut from tho cretonne, 
pasted down. It Is finished with a 
narrow silk fringe. A pair of candlea 
with candlo-stlcka fitted with shades 
and holdcra make a gift that everyone 
enjoys. Glasa or silver candle-atlcka 
are beqt for bedrooms. Brass and Iron 
ones are appropriate for living 
rooms. Tho plain Iron candlo-stlck 
with rose-colored candle and fluted 
rose-colored shade Is suited to a man's 
room. • 

The shade Is made of a amooth linen 
starched and fluted on an Iron. It la 
paated on a cardboard ring at tho top 
and flnlahcd with a piece of fancy 
roae-colorcd braid. 

The dainty figured shade shown 
with tho silver candle-stick la purp 
white with a tiny flower wreath. 
There la a lace edge about the top 
and bottom. It la made of a linen evi- 
dently woven for the purpose, stiffen- 
ed and fluted. It la mounted to a card- 
board ring and finished about the top 
with a whito braid. 

Ono of the easiest ways to ahado a 
candle aa well aa one of tho prettleat. 
Is to cut a disk of cardboard about 6 
Jnchea In diameter, with a circle cut 
■out of the center to fit over the can- 
dle holder. Cover thla with a square 
of cretonne edged with bead fringe, 
cut the cretonne aevcn Inches square 
allowing an extra half Inch for a nar 
row hem. Hem tho hem and aev 
the fringe over It. Cut nn openlnf 
from tho center to fit over Iho candle 
holder and allow a half Inch hem also 
The pretty handkerchief case of crash 
shown In Fig. 1 hardly neoda deacrlp 
tlon. It la embroidered with small 
pink roses, green leaves and a ribbon 
design In light blue. It Is lined with 
pink wash silk, button-hole stitched 
about the edge and tied with waah 
ribbons. One comer la turned back 
Thla Is a gift which a man will appre- 
ciate. 

The bag In Fig. 2 may bo made eith- 
er of cretonne or flowered allk. The 
handlea are made of embroidery rings 
wound with narrow blue ribbon. The 
upper part of the bag Is gathered over 
one-half of each ring and tho fulncBs 
at the ends Is also gathered Into small 
rings having one and a half Inch diam- 
eter. Llttlo ribbon bows, matching 
tho handles, provide the flnlshlng 
touch. 

A doublo bag of linen ornamented 
with embroidery, serves as a re- 
oeptaclo for soiled h«ndkerchlefa, or 
other amall accessories. It la waah- 
ablo and will laat a Idng time. Men 
aa well aa women like these handy 
bags. This la true of tho little com- 
tonne, crash or allk, with pinked flan- 
nel leaves for tho needlea and ribbons 
for hanging. 

"Where ono does not embroider a 
very pretty aubstltuto Is possible with 
cut out cretonne flowers applied to 
linen and ^tltohed down with button- 
hole or chain -stitch. There la no end 
to the more than good looking pres- 
ents which arc made of cretonne and 
crash.
